Transplanting Hair In China. 


Chinese superstitions made the hair plant- 


Ing business an imperative profession. Chi- 
nese i ij'biognomists say the eyebrows and 
whiskers of a man aro just as essential in- 
their relations to his success in life as his 
other qualifications. If the eyebrows are thin 
or his whiskers are sickly, his luck will be 
thin, and his health will be poor. There- 
fore, In order to stop the train of bad luck 
which nature had unfortunately ordained 
for him, he ciders his eyebrpws changed, or 
f.planted by a hair planting professor. 


This is done by first carefully pulling out 


the rebellious or unlucky hairs in the eye- 
brows. The next operation is to select a 
spot of hair on the neck of the patient or 
behind his cars that would suit for a fine 
eyebrow and reduce them down to the 
right length. A fine pair of sharp pinchers 
is picked up with the left hand, and select- 
ing a suitable sized hair the operator jerks 
it out by the root, and with the right hand 
he quickly pierces a minute hole in the skin 
of the bald eyebrow in a slanting direction, 
and while the point of the needlehke in- 
strument is still on tho edge of the hole the 
root of the pulled up hair is carefully in- 
serted. 


But if blood oozes out of It before the 


hair is planted the hole will not be used on 
that day for fear of inflammation and not 
sufficient nutriment for the hair to take 
proper root. This operation is repeated un- 
til every hair in the eyebrows is replanted 
or enlarged. The patient usually experi- 
ences pain in the eyebrows for about 
24 hours, after which he goes out and 
shows himself to his friends. 


The profe«sor charges more for planting 


eyebrows than for planting whiskers, be- 
cause of the many varied degrees of slant- 
ing each hair in order to make the eye- 
brows look natuial to the man or to suit 
the ideas of tho physiognomist.—Wong 
Chin Foo in St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

A. Decision About Grading New Streets. 
"Roads are constructed for the use of the 


public, and there is no law requiring cities 
and towns to construct approaches from the 
houses or lots of adjacent land owners to 
the traveled part of the way or to grade find 
construct the way up to the lines of the lots 
to enhance the value of the property." 


The above is an extract from the decision 


of the full bench of the supremo court dis- 
missing the petition of Albert Metcalf and 
others for a writ of mandamus to compel 
the city of Boston to prepare Common- 
wealth avenue, formerly Massachusetts 
avenue, in Brighton for travel. The peti- 
tioners own a large tract of land abutting 
on this thoroughfare in Brighton and 
wanted the court to compel the city to 
grade and fit it for travel throughout its 
entire width. They claimed as abutting 
land owners they had a right to require the 
cons,tinotion of the road up to the lines of 
their lots for convenience of access. 


Upon this point the court says: "If the 


construction of the road in a reasonable 
way for public use will be likely to make 
access to the road from a neighboring lot 
difficult, and to require a large expenditure 
on the part of the owner in the construc- 
tion of a passage way, that will be taken 
into account in assessing the petitioners' 
damages. The court says that a fixing of 
the grade of the street in the order of the 
street commissioners cannot be deemed 
equivalent to a statement that tho avenue 
is to be wrought to its full width or to any 
particular width in lilting it for use by the 
PUbllC."—Bohtoil TrMOo«rln*

It does not take long for tho skins todiy 
out hard, stiff and rough 
Before they can 


be used, however, they are made soft and 
pliable again by Ijing for scveial days in 
damp saudust. Then they are placed"on a 
machine woiked by u screw, and by a IOIIK 
anil gentle pressure stretched to the utmost. 
If there ,ire any holes, rough spots or cracks 
in the skin, it is thio« u ,-n\ ay, or should be. 
But notall theKlovomakersnichonest, and 
tho blemishes ate often covered up. Thia 
accounts for the sudden giving out of many 
gloves. 


"Tha delicate part of glovemakmg is the 


cutting, as the least variation in the lines 
will desttoy the symmetry of the glove and 
make its fit imperfect. Patterns are used 
for each size, but escn with these mistakes 
are often made. In first class factories, 
wheie the skin is not properly cut, it is 
thrown away or cut up into gussets Every 
bkin is studied by the cutter BO as to make 
the gieatest number of gloves from it with 
the least waste, and it is bo graded that the 
largest sizes are first maikwl out and th 
rest is used for children's gloves."—Now 
Yolk Tiniw,.

NEED FOR BETTER ECONOMY. 


A Ktate which neglects to provide 


for the physical health of its people 
and (.heir adequate protection from 
liseas.e is remiss in one of the first 
luties of civilized government. 


On<3 State aione surpasses Pennsyl- 


ania in wealth and population, but 
nine exceed its annual appropriation 
for the Board of Health. 
Yet in the 


keystone State alone is the State 
loard required to do the work of local 
ioards outside large cities. Massa- 
chusetts expends nearly twenty times 
s much per capita for this purpose, 
Michigan and Illinois more than twice 
as much, New York more than four 
times, New Jersey nearly and Mary- 
and more than ten times as much, and 


w 
Hampshire more than eight 


times as much as does Pennsylvania— 
,o say nothing of Florida and Louisi- 
ana, whose appropriations are partly 
or quarantine purposes, or of the fact 
that Illinois and Michigan have special 
'unds of $40,000 and $10,000 respect- 
ively for emergencies aside from their 
annual provision. In a comparison of 
amounts of 
annual appropriations 


available to State Boards of Health, 
Pennsylvania comes fifteenth with 
$5000, as compared to $111,000 for 
Massachusetts at the top, and $20,500 
for Wisconsin in the middle of the 
list. 


Looked at from any point of views 


this Commonwealth makes a very in- 
significant and contemptible exhibit. 
Such parsimony is the poorest kind of 
economy. At this time there is a 
crying need for a better equipment 
wherewith to combat disease, and the 
Legislature should not hesitate to 
accede to the very modest request ol 
the State Board of Health. That body, 
upon which so much of public safety 
depends, has a deal of leeway to make 
up for the negligence of the Common- 
wealth ; it can be trusted to ask for no 
more than is necessary, and should 
have placed at its direct and absolute 
disposal 
the amounts it considers 


necessary.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

ahe was a high example to others. 'Her na- 
ture was cheerful ; her disposition was kind 
and charitable ; her spit it was of that qual- 
ity which is worthy to be blessed. She felt 
that "to love and to be loved," in the lan- 
guage of Sydney Smith, "is the greatest hap- 
piness of existence." 
She found a tender 


joy in those things which are friendly to the 
refinements of life, and which tend to pro- 
mote its moral flow. In the trying period of 
the anti-slavery agitation she was an active 
friend among the dauntless friends of the 
slave. 
The cause of temperance commanded 


her perennial sympathy. 
Human rights us 


applied to womankind claimed her hopeful 
heed and warm regard. Never failing was 
her fondness (or the simple beauties of na- 
ture, the innocent delights that win the 
heart, and the precious books that grace the 
ethical plane of literature. 
Her neighborly 


impulses were quickened by her warmth of 
affection. 
Her gentle ways were the fruit of 


a character that ever wore the charm of 
sweetness, manifesting itself in countenance, 
voice and word. 
Her life was beautiful in 


its simplicity—in its serene goodness it was 
beautiful.

VARIOUS OPINIONS OF VETERANS OF 


UNDOUBTED VALOR. 


General IJ, F. Choatham Once Said. "The 


Man Who 3»y» Ha Goei Into Battle 
Wlthon > Fear Is Either an Idiot, a Lu- 
natic or a Liar"—Fear Ii Not Cowardice. 


The question whether a bravo soldier ex- 


periences the sensation of fear is one on 
which there is great diversity of opinion. 
Vet no authority can have more weight 
than the statement of warriors themselves, 
and here are the opinions of many of our 
famous southern fighters. General ,'ubal 
ISarly, whose bravery has made his i ame 
lllmtriouf, says: 


"fa response to the Inquiry, 'la fear in a 


soldier cowardice?' I would say that while 
:owardioe la the result of excessive fear It 
does not follow that fear is always coward- 
ice. We ere told In the Bible, Psalm ox, 
10, and in several other places, that 'the 
fear of the Lord ia the beginning of wis- 
dom.' That of course is not cowardice. 
Fear is a vord that has a variety of defini- 
tions, among them being 'anxiety, solici- 
tude, reverential regard, respect mingled 
with awe.' Viewing it in the sense of an 
apprehension of danger, I do not know how 
I can betttr express my opinion on the sub- 
ject than by referring to the adjective 
brave in V'orcester's Dictionary. In defin- 
ing it ha q ictes from the Scotch poetess, 
Joanna Beillie, as follows: 


"Tho 
T>ra\ e man is not he whofeels no fear, 


But he « bos* noble soul no fear subdues. 
"From my own experience and observa- 


tion I can say that the bravest soldier ia 
action Is nsver without fear or apprehen- 
ilon of datiRer, but he encounters that dan- 
ger without shrinking. It follows, there- 
fore, that lear ia not always cowardice in a 
soldier." 


General Bradley T. Johnson, who under 


the itumort al Jackson won unfading laurels 
for himself, writes: 


"The question, 'Is fear in a soldier cow- 


ardice?' answers itself ia the definition. 
Fear, as ( understand, is the physical 
shrinking erom physical struggle with op- 
posing physical force. Cowardice is the re- 
fusal of the physical and intellectual nature 
of man to"Vace opposition, either physical 
or intellectual. Pear is controllable by su- 
perior will either of the man himself or of 
Mother, who for the time dominates and
